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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 9-12 in the reply filed on 4/27/10 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: rollers 109 as mentioned on page 7 of the specification. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. Claims 9-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

7. Claim 9 recites the limitation "it" in line 2 of the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. Claim 9 recites the limitation "the swaging rollers" in line 1 3 of the claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Regarding claim 9, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "by" in an 
attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a 
specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding 
"means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

10. Claim 10 recites the limitation "it" in line 2 of the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

1 1 . Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "it" in line 2 of the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

12. Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "by" in line 4 of the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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13. Claim 12 recites the limitation "it" in line 2 of the claim. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

14. Claim 12 recites the limitation "the rollers" in lines 4 and 5 of the claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

16. Claims 9 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of Kostermeier (5,107,579). 

AAPA discloses at page 1 , line 19 - page 2, line 26, that is known to swage a 
booster, wherein the booster has a cover featuring a wall having a top end, a cylinder 
featuring a wall having a bottom end. 

AAPA, however, does not disclose a cover (203) of a booster (200) being 
inserted into a support (101 ) of a swaging device (100), a top end (204) of a wall (205) 
of the cover resting on a top end (1 03) of an internal wall of the support, a cylinder (206) 
of the booster being placed on the cover, a bottom end (208) of a wall (209) of the 
cylinder resting on the top end of the wall of the cover, a cap (104) of the swaging 
device being placed on the support, a bottom end (108) of the cap compressing the 
bottom end of the wall of the cylinder onto the top end of the wall of the cover, a motor 
being actuated, the swaging rollers (109) being made to rotate about the booster, by 
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means of the motor, and the bottom end of the wall of the cylinder being swaged 
continuously onto the top end of the wall of the cover. AAPA also does not disclose the 
rollers being made to make a radially oscillating movement relative to an axis (C) of the 
support. 

Kostermeier discloses a support (20) of a swaging device (1 ), wherein the 
swaging device comprises a cap (21 ) of the swaging device being placed on the support 
(20), a bottom end of the cap (21 ) compressing the bottom end of the wall of a work- 
piece (50) onto the top end of the wall of another work-piece (50'), a motor (1 1 ) being 
actuated, the swaging rollers (43) being made to rotate about the work-pieces (50, 50') 
indirectly by means of the motor (1 1 ), and the bottom end of one of the work-pieces (50) 
being swaged continuously onto the top end of the wall of the other work-piece (50'). 
Kostermeier also discloses the rollers (43, Fig. 2) being made to make a radially 
oscillating movement relative to an axis of the support (20). See column 1, lines 55-59, and 
column 3, line 10- column 6, line 51 for further clarification. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention to swage the booster of AAPA by using a swaging device having 
the above recited elements, in light of the teachings of Kostermeier, in order to provide 
a high quality rapidly produced folded seam connection between assembled between 
cup shaped work-pieces. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 7. Claims 1 1 and 1 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

18. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references listed on the attached PTO-892 are cited to show 
swaging/hemming devices for assembling parts.
